The 1982 Finance Committee report and 
annual town meeting warrant, sporting a 
spiffy new look, will be mailed to towns- 
people by the end of the week to prepare 
voters for the upcoming town meeting 

The annual meeting will convene at 7:30 
p.m. Monday, April 26, at Memorial! Audito- 
rium, East Junior High, for the consider- 
ation of 49 warrant articles, a smaller 
warrant than those of recent years 

According to the report, the FinComm 
will lend its support to the two major arti- 
cles featured on the warrant: a proposal to 
reuse two wings of East Junior High (Arti- 
cle 11), and a $1 million appropriation to 
replace the Riverina Road pumping station 
(Article 43) 

Among the articles the committee will 
recommend voters disapprove are two that 
directly effect the committee. One would 
require the School Committee to submit its 
budget to the FinComm sooner than it does 
now (Article 18), while the other would 
remove the committee’s power to veto spe 
cial town meetings that would appropriate 
funds (Article 25)

says that Proposition 2% will impose ‘‘con- 
siderably tighter constraints’ on Andover 
in fiscal 1983 than it did in FY82 

Andover’s ‘‘growing industrial base’”’ will 
help keep the town below the 24 percent 
cap on the property tax levy, the letter 
continues, and will keep the tax rate at 
$19.50 this year 

The committee predicts a two percent tax 
levy, or a tax rate of $20, next year — ‘‘well

With a marathon session last Saturday 
and a fast-paced meeting Tuesday night, 
the School Committee completed their ver- 
sion of a $12.9 million fiscal 1983 school 
budget this week, ending up at $12,903,629. 

That is the ‘‘austerity’’ budget the com- 
mittee will present to annual town meeting 
for voters’ approval in two weeks, Chair- 
man Richard Neal said. 

It represents the reduction of 36 employ- 
ees, including 22 teachers, two program 
advisors and one guidance counselor, as 
well as secretaries, aides, and custodians. 

The budget also includes a trimmed-down 
athletic program, and optimistic projec- 
tions for next year’s heating costs. 

On their second pass, the committee in- 
creased the budget from where they had 
ended up on Saturday, at a total of 
$12,863,857. 

At the end of Tuesday’s meeting in the 
West Elementary School auditorium, Susan 
Poore suggested the committee go back and 
get the figure down to $12.9 million. She 
pointed out that the $12.9 figure is a ‘‘best 
guess’ at how much money will be avail- 
able to the school department — and that 
the “‘real number’’ may in fact be closer to 
$12.8 million 

But other committee members agreed 
with Donald Robb that the excess $3,629 
was ‘‘a very minute percentage’ of the 
total budget, and close enough to the ‘‘mov- 
ing target’ of $12.9 million to bring to town 
meeting. 

Robb then moved to read a statement to 
town meeting emphasizing that the budget 
represents the school committee’s effort to 
live within the restrictions of Proposition 
2%e by funding the school department at an 

austerity level 

Poore objected to the word ‘‘austerity”’ 
because, she said, “‘it sounds a bit editori- 
al.’’ She suggested keeping the committee 
statement ‘‘on neutral ground,’ but was 
outvoted by her colleagues, who supported 
Robb’s motion with a four-one vote

munities are having trouble achiéving.”’ 

However, once a community’s property 
tax levy is at or below 2% percent, it may 
not increase by more than 2% percent of the 
prior year’s levy, the committee explains 

With the increased debt service incurred 
by the school building program, along with 
retirement and unemployment costs total- 
ling another $2.3 million for the coming 
fiscal year, ‘‘we face our first real bind.”’ 

That bind translates into a $1 million 
shortfall for the school budget. By defeating 
the Prop. 242 referendum question ‘‘decisi- 
vely’’ at the polls last month, ‘‘in effect, the 
voters have established a $12.9M cap for the 
F’'Y83 school budget, or a $1 million de- 
crease from F Y82,’’ the committee notes. 

The town/school budgets may be in for 
further trouble if Governor King’s latest 
proposal for redistributing state aid is ap- 
proved by state legislators 

That proposal would reduce Andover's 
aid by $465,000 — but the budgets prepared 
for town meeting approval were based on 
the assumption of level funding from the 
State. :

An 11-Hour Day Filled 
With Providing Care 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


Marilyn Gulla spends 11 hours a day, five 
days a week at home with six pre-schoolers, 
but they are not her children. 

She cares for the children when their 
parents cannot be with them, but she is not 
a babysitter. 

And some of the children call her South 
Main Street home ‘‘the little brown school- 
house,’’ but she is not a teacher. 

Marilyn Gulla is a day-care provider, 
licensed by the state to care for children in 
her home. She has been a provider since she 
moved to Andover from Reading four years 
ago, and considers the work both a career 
and her own business. 

The mother of an eight-year-old daughter 
and a 13-year-old son, Mrs. Gulla says she 
had no experience working with children 
when she advertised her services in the 
TOWNSMAN one week four years ago (the 
only advertisement she has ever needed). 
Today, she finds she enjoys the work ‘“‘more 
and more’’ each year 

“T’ve had some children for almost four 
years now,” the vibrant, enthusiastic Mari- 
lyn says, sitting in her living room for a few 
quiet minutes while her small charges nap 
upstairs. Dressed in a sweater and cordu- 
roys, with,curly brown hair and an easy 
smile, she seems far too young to be the 
mother of a 13-year-old. 

“They started with me when they were 

~ Six months old, and now they’re going into 
kindergarten,’ she explains. ‘‘And now 
their mothers are pregnant again, so I’ll be 
taking care of the next chiid in the family

Boston University and has done secretarial 
work. In her previous experience with self- 
employment, she sold macrame to retail- 
ers. Among other training for her work as a 
day-care provider, she has earned a certifi- 
cate from the Simmons College Child Study 
Center 

Before granting her a license, state offi- 
cials inspected Mrs. Gulla’s home and 
checked her references. State law limits 
the number of children a provider can care 
for to six per day, including any pre-school- 
ers in the provider’s own family. And no 
more than two of the children can be under 
two years of age 

Marilyn takes care of ten children in 
total, from four months to four years old 
Some come every day and others comé just 
two days a week, but all spend the entire 
day

baby’s demands. ‘‘I’ve weaned children and 
potty-trained them — I’ve gone through 
that several times.” 

Her days are long and exhausting, the 
provider admits. ‘‘It’s a long day. I don't 
have a lunch break. It’s 11 hours a day, day 
after day. And just like any other working 
woman, I do my housework after hours and 
on weekends, never during the day. It’s an 
important responsibility — there’s nothing 
casual about it.” 

While ‘‘nothing can replace being with 
mother at home,”’ she believes the children 
she cares for may actually receive more 
time and attention than children at home. 
As a mother, she remembers spending time 
‘shopping and doing the laundry’’; as a 
provider, her focus is on the children all day 
long. 

The job demands patience and energy, 
and ‘‘you have to watch that you don’t get 
burned out,’’ Marilyn says. She keeps her- 
self fresh with a constant effort to learn 
about children, taking courses on early 
childhood education during summers. She 
also belongs to the Massachusetts Associa- 
tion of Family Day-Care Providers, which 
aims to train and education home day-care 
providers, and to increase their visibility as 
well. 

‘TI read a lot of magazines and attend 
workshops. I make my own curriculum, and 
I’m constantly looking for ideas and chang- 
ing it all the time. I like to feel I’m getting 
better at it every year.’ 

As for keeping up with the kids, “‘I have a 
very high energy level, and that helps. I 
also go to aerobic dancing classes to get 
energized,’ she adds. 

What’s the hardest part of her work? 
Trying to give each child special attention 
at least once a day, Mrs. Gulla answers 
‘Every child is important, and I try to 
make time to talk to each of them every 
day. But that can be hard to do, especially 
on the days I have the four-month-old.”’ 

Her favorite part is ‘‘just watching them 
grow and learn. People think of two-year- 
olds as babies, but I'm constantly amazed 
at how much they do know. And they have a 
terrific sense of humor.”’ 

She has grown to “‘love them all. Every

An additional four elemen- 
tary positions and 13 secondary positions 
were cut to reach $12.9 million.) 

That staffing level will maintain class 
sizes at 25 students ‘‘across the board,”’ 
Assistant Superintendent Charles Mitsakos 
said. 

He added that past experience has shown 
that ‘‘most’’ of the teachers who are let go 
may be brought back to fill positions left 
vacant through attrition. 

Michael Giammusso’s proposal to cut the 
supervisors and principals accounts by 
sending program advisors and assistant 
principals back into the classroom for 20 
percent of their time was vetoed Saturday, 
and again Tuesday night. 

Instead, the committee supported an ad- 
ministration recommendation to eliminate 
one program advisor by consolidating all of 
the language arts program under one advi- 
sor, eliminating the position of reading pro- 
gram advisor 

A second program advisor’s position will 
be cut by having the foreign language advi- 
sor spend 60 percent of his or her time 
teaching, and the remaining time as a su- 
pervisor. 

Superintendent Kenneth Seifert pointed 
out that the advisors currently filling those 
two positions are not necessarily the ones 
who will go 

That left the supervisors salary account 
at $371,316, and the principals salary ac 
count at $538,758. No assistant principals 
were cul 


Poore explained that while she favors the 
previous system of department heads over 
program advisors, to send advisors back to 
the classroom would be ‘‘a dilution of the 


approach being used.”’ 

Robert Smith added that the system ‘‘de 
serves more time to get a better evalua 
tion,’’ and Neal, another opponent of the 
advisor system, said he was also willing to 
support the system for next year 

Athletic Program Advisor Richard Swift 
told the committee he could get his budget 
down to $159,521 from his original $215,088 
by cutting coaching and support personnel 
salaries, and eliminating the swim program 
for special needs students. 

But almost all the sports activities cur- 
rently offered would be saved, he added, 
including those previously marked for elim- 
ination, such as indoor track. 

The committee decided against cutting

The selectmen were planning to lay out 
streets for acceptance as public ways this 
week, but because of last week’s snow 
storm they will give developers two more 
weeks to correct problems on their streets 
before town meeting. 

A public hearing on 13 street acceptances, 
originally scheduled for Monday night at 
Memorial Hal! Library, has been continued 
until 6 p.m. Monday, April 26, at Memorial 
Auditorium, East Junior High School — just 
before annua! town meeting convenes at 
7:30 p.m. 

A handful of residents appeared at Town 
Hall Monday night to offer comments on 
five of the streets in question. Townspeopie 
said they favored the acceptance of Cres- 
cent Drive, Shattuck Road, Woodhaven 
Drive and Yardley Drive. 

Public Works Director Robert McQuade 
indicated there may be some problems to 
be resolved with Crescent Drive, Shattuck 
Road and Yardley Road before he would 
recommend the selectmen lay out those 
streets 

One resident asked if Garfield Lane East 
could be turned over to the town while 
construction is underway there; he said 
development is still continuing on that 
street. 

McQuade replied that he would not rec- 
ommend the selectmen lay out a street until 
development is complete. 

Before town meeting can vote to accept a 
street as a public way — removing all 
responsibility for maintenance of the street 
from the developer — the selectmen must 
agree to lay out the street for acceptance. 
They usually base their decisions on the 
DPW director's recommendations 

Roads must meet the town’s standards 
and be free of legal problems before the

A proposed 105-unit, five to seven-story 
condominium project could overlook Rail- 
road Street and help to alleviate a ‘‘need’’ 
for such housing here if approval is even- 
tually given by the town. 

But the matter of just how high the con- 
dos would in fact ‘overlook’ the area is what 
bothered Planning Board Member Marjorie 
Bradshaw Tuesday night. 

Referring to the “‘high rise’’ nature of the 
plans, she said, ‘‘This changes the whole 
character of downtown, as far as I’m con- 
cerned.” 

Atty. Reginald Marden and Marketing 
Representative David Hennessey, rep- 
resenting property owner Arthur Kalogia- 
nis, addressed the Planning Board in an 
effort to gain that body’s endorsement of 
the development proposed at 12 Railroad 
Street. 

A variance will be sought from the Zoning 
Board to allow for multi-family use of the 
site, which is currently zoned industrial, 
according to Marden, who said he hopes to 
file the request next month and to have the 
hearing on the matter in June

Hennessey maintained there is a ‘‘grow- 
ing demand”’ and ‘‘need’’ for the one and 
two-bedroom condominium units, to be 
priced at $75-80,000, proposed for the site. 

Here’s why: 

PROXIMITY to the central business dis- 
trict would allow for the use of existing 
town facilities, such as water, sewer and 
transportation. 

MOST condominiums in town are conver- 
sions, and few new projects have been built 
to increase the number of available units in 
Andover. 

MANY townspeople and those who might 
wish to live in Andover cannot afford the 
cost of owning a house, considering 17 per- 
cent interest rates and mortgage payments 
of over $1,000 per month here. 

TRENDS indicate that smaller families, 
suited for one or two-bedroom housing, are 
the wave of the future 


But Bradshaw called the proposed height 
of the building, planned to be five stories at 
one end and seven stories at the other, a 
“concern.” 


“It’s not a high-rise building,’’ claimed 
Gary Gustavson, of the architectural firm 
Steffian & Bradley, who also explained that 
the structure would not be a ‘‘mid-rise 
building’’ and would step back into the 
seven floors. 

Planning Board Chairman David M 
Gravallese said a traffic analysis would be 
important in consideration of favorable 
backing of the proposed project. 


The condominium development would be 
built across the street from the present 
railroad station stop and between the And- 
over Commons (Converse Mill Apart- 
ments) and another small apartment 
building. Both of those complexes received 
their status, according to Marden, as a 
result of variances granted by the Zoning 
Board of Appeals. 


He feels the project could contribute 
about $200,000 per year in taxes to the town 
and that the traffic impact would be less 
than if the site were used for some other 
business establishment.

Agreement Finally Reached 
On Pole Hill Land Swap 


Under an agreement just barely approved 
by the selectmen Monday night, Arthur 
Kalogianis of T.D.J. Development Corp. 
will swap most of Pole Hill in Ballardvale 
for the town-owned tea lots off Woburn 
Street. 

In addition to acquiring the tea lots, Kalo- 
gianis will keep enough acreage on Pole 
Hill to build 14 houses — instead of the 69- 
lot ‘“‘Waterford Place’’ subdivision he had 
originally planned. And he will receive a 
$35,000 payment from Conservation Com- 
mission funds

In exchange, Andover will keep most of 
the hill to preserve as permanent open 
space, availabie for public use. 

In the form of a five-page document 
signed by Kalogianis, the agreement was 
approved by two selectmen, Chairman Nor- 
ma Gammon and Gerald Silverman, rep- 
resenting a majority of those voting. Donn 
Byrne passed on the vote, while William 
Dalton abstained; Edward Harris was ab- 
sent. 

The agreement brings to a close months 
of negetiations between the developer and 


town officials, negotiations authorized by 
annual town meeting last year 

It states that Kalogianis wants to develop 
both the smaller Pole Hill subdivision and 
the tea lots ‘‘without delay’, and the swap 
is contingent upon Planning Board approval 
of the developer’s plans for the hill and the 
tea lots 

His representatives recently appeared 
before the planning board with preliminary 
plans for both sites, including revised sew- 


age and water specifications for the hill

Reuse Advisable

Andover voters will have the opportunity to do 
some rather dramatic planning for the future of 
their community when town meeting convenes on 
Monday, April 26. 

They will be asked to approve the funding of the 
projected reuse of the East Junior High building 
to become combined town-school offices. Also, in 
the $3.5 million expenditure are planning funds 
for the expansion of Memorial Hall Library, a 
project put on the back burner as library trustees 
patiently waited for more important projects to 
take precedence 

Now in a day and age when conservatism is the 
predominant theme, expending $3.5 million may 
seem like a rather sharp diversion from the 
trend, but there are savings to be realized down 
the road 

Moving of the town and school offices into a 
single, structurally sound building would rep- 
resent some economies in consolidation of offices 
and energy conservation 

Vacating the present town hall on Main Street 
would allow its conversion to business or com- 
mercial use by private developers who would 
most assuredly guarantee retention of its current 
exterior appearance. This would provide additio 
nal commercial space in the downtown area 
where there is an acute need and also place the 
building on the tax roles. 

The movement of municipal offices to the East 
Junior High represents no inconvenience to the 
general public. If anything it provides the advan- 
tage of bringing all town government operations 
under a single roof 

The Shawsheen School,. currently housing the 


school administrative offices would also become 
available for either development by private en- 
terprise, or held temporarily to determine its 
need for future educational use, if necessary 

The Theater building on Essex Street would 
also be utilized by private interests, if it is not an 
obstruction to library expansion. 

The reuse committee, which has done some 
rather accelerated studying and planning, is to be 
commended for coming up with some rather 
sound suggestions for retaining the East Junior 


High building within the town’s real estate, while 
still providing some future for other municipal 
buildings 

Too often, municipalities subject their property 


holdings to the wrecker’s ball, rather than at 


tempting the job of ree ing the structures 
which is basically what the reuse project is all] 
abou : 

The major buildings involved retain rtain 
Andover quality about thém which is worth re 


taining with proper planning and controls 

For over a decade there has been discussion 
and planning for such things as a new town hall 
and the possibility of retaining the junior high 
building as a combined municipal office struc 
ture, among other potential uses when it no long. 
er was dedicated to educational use. 

While there is still some planning to be done on 
a total project, giving the go-ahead through ap- 
proval at the annual town meeting creates the 
possibility of some exciting planning in which the 
townspeople will have had an integral part 

The project gives all appearances of being too 
good a prospect to pass up.

Forum 
Can We Afford Alternative? 


To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 

The traditional program in Andover schools as 
presently administered is laced with inequities 
which in face of a mandate to cut expenses and 
programs must be adjusted or face stronger cries 
for elimination. 

To read in the Townsman ‘‘Traditional Program 
Accorded A Temporary Reprieve’’ without any 
mention of changes or conditions is appalling. 

As you mentioned, Mr. Neal, we have a mandate 
to be followed based on the theory 01602501lof major- 
ity rule. Would earlier decisions of the townspeople 
and school committee have placed the majority of 
students in a program less than ‘‘core’’ in 1975 as 
Mr. Howard’s statements at a previous meeting 
suggests? Is not the contemporary program the 
‘‘core’’ of Andover’s educational system? Is no the 
traditional the alternative? Is not our pubic 
Statement that Andover has a contemporary 
progrmbut with a traditional alternative? We be- 
lieve we can no longer afford this alternative as 
presently administered, not only from the point of 
economics, but from the point of fairness to the 
majority of students in the contemporary program, 
particularly West Elementary. 

As parents, we have been actively involved within 
the schools as volunteers, aides or substitutes. At 
West Elementary we have been in rooms of 17 
traditional students and 35 contemporary students. 
How can an underenrolled program e ‘‘core’’? 

The belief among many parents that traditional 
students are middle of the road and average is 
prevalent. Parents coming into the system with 
exceptional or above average children are encour- 
aged to enroll in the more challenging contempo- 
rary program. Yet, certainly, the contemporary 
program is not without average children, nor the 
traditional program without above average chil- 
dren 

There is the belief that traditional students must 
have other difficulties requiring a more confined 
and structured environment. Yet the contemporary 
program is not without students with similar prob- 
lems, and at South, Sanborn, and for grades K-2 at 
West, the environments are equally confining 
rooms with a minmum of movement 

We know that students are admitted to the tradi- 
tional not on the basis of demonstrated need or 

‘her recommendation, but merely on parental 
equest. . .on a first come, first served basis. We 
have spoken with traditional parents who admit 
enrolling in the traditional due to smaller class 
size. If the number of students who truly required 
learning via the traditional philosophy were to be 

unted, the number would be considerably less 
than the 300 students currently enrolled. We believe 
he needs of those genuine few can be met within a 
core’’ contemporary program 

Different textbooks is of little consequence, since 
learning depends upon more than the written word 
We know that along with their reading texts, tradi- 
tional students are using AIRES materials and even 
receiving individualized reading outside of the self- 
contained rooms with aides 

We know that system-wide students are asked to 
walk 12 miles to school due to budget cuts, yet 
provision is made for two buses to transport as few 
as one or two traditional kindergarten students on a 
daily basis to West from other districts. 

What we are left with is a pupil-teacher ratio that 
weighs in favor of a minority. The traditional phi- 
losophy is admirable on paper, but its distinctions 
are increasingly difficult to pinpoint. In view of our 
mandate, it is unfair

child is unique. I have those who love physi- 
cal play, and those who are the philo- 
sophers, the deep thinkers who ask why 
there is a moon. They all have unique qual- 
ities.”’ 

She sees herself as neither parent-substi- 
tute nor teacher, but as ‘‘a nurturer’’, and 
thinks the children think of her as ‘‘their 
good friend. I really think they’re really 
happy here. They learn how to share and 
how to get along. And often the older chil- 
dren will help the younger ones — they 
become the nurturers themselves some- 
times.”’ 

Providing day care is not for everyone, 
Mrs. Gulla says. But it can be an ideal 
career for a parent who wants to stay home 
with a young child, while bringing in com- 
panions for the child. 

As a provider, she is her own boss — ‘‘and 
you don’t need a car, and you can wear your 
very old clothes,’’ she adds with a smile. 

But there can be disadvantages as well. 
Marilyn says she often wishes she had more 
time for her children, Stephanie, a student 
at South School, and Paul, who attends East 
Junior High. Her husband, Erni Gulla, oper- 
ates his own framing business in Andover, 
Concordia House, and usually works seven 
days a week, so as a family, “‘we don’t have 
much free time.” 

And working at home with little children 
can become a ‘“‘way of life, a world within a 
world. I do appreciate my time speaking 
with adults,’’ she says wryly. 

The demand for day-care providers is 
great and ever-growing, Marilyn says, es- 
pecially in Andover, where she is aware of 
only one other full-fledged provider. She 


has a waiting list of parents who want her 
services. 


Marilyn Gulla believes strongly that 
home day-care is the best alternative for 
working parents and their children — better 
than day-care centers or bringing a sitter 
into the child’s home — and a good career 
for women who would like to work at home. 
And although she does not see herself in the 
job indefinitely, she is, after four years, far 
from tired of it. 

“If anything, I feel much more excited 
about it now than when I started. It’s a very 
personal thing. When I think about not doing 
this, about pushing paper instead ... work- 
ing with children is so much more reward- 
ing. 

“And in my own way, I feel I’m doing 
something for the community.”’

The planners approved final plans for 
Waterford Place last summer, and the de- 
veloper began clearing part of the hill, even 
though negotiations with the town were 
underway. 

The 15-lot subdivision (which would in- 
clude one existing home) would extend 
slightly beyond the area already cleared 
and, according to plans presented to the 
planners, would include a 40-foot street 
with one cul-de-sac.

Gypsy moths can wreak havoc with ornamental 
trees and disrupt outdoor activities, but there are 
some local measures we can take to control them:

Such a solution seems to have a low impact 
on the environment and could be useful in getting 
the caterpillars off houses and patios 

However, a toxicologist has said that such a 
solution should not be sprayed on the leaves of 
deciduous plants as it will burn them.

‘‘Rototillers have several moving parts, 
most important of which are the tines, that 
do the actual digging,’ he says. ‘‘The tines 
revolve at a relatively low rate of speed but 
can cause injury if they come in contact 
with a hand, leg or foot, or become en- 
tangled in a loose piece of clothing. Other 
moving parts to avoid are belts, pulleys and 
gears.
